
JANUARY-FEBRUARY ARTISTS* COUNCIL REPORTS 

Thomas B. Hess, Executive Editor of Art News, accepted the in¬ 
vitation of the Council to jury the Painting and Sculpture Annual, 
which will be held from April 10 to May 4 at the San Francisco 
Museum, Mr, Hess will determine the prize awards as well as ju¬ 
ry the entries, A committee was appointed to make plans for a 
reception to be held in honor of Mr. Hess, Members of the com¬ 
mittee are Ruth Armer, Chairman; Frances Baldwin, David Simpson 
and Henri Marie-Rose. The reception will be held on Friday, 

March 14 in the S.F. A. A. Gallery with the Artists' Council and 
the Women's Auxiliary as co-hosts. 

A motion, made by Ruth Armer, that a committee be constituted 
to schedule and organize exhibitions for the S.F. A. A. Gallery 
was passed. The Committee appointed includes Richard Cole, 
Chairman; Stavros Trian and Charles Farr. (Further information 
concerning these exhibitions below). 

Arrangements have been completed for the open-membership 
shows in 1959 and 1960, which will be held at the M. H. deYoung 
Memorial Museum and the California Palace of the Legion of 
Honor respectively. 

After some discussion of the various problems connected with the 
proposed catalogue for the open-membership show at the Legion 
of Honor this coming autumn, it was proposed that a questionaire 
be sent to the artist members in order to ascertain their opinions 
about the catalogue plan and its cost to them. (SEE ATTACHED) 

At the January meeting, Fred Martin, Chairman of the Council, 
stated that there is a definite need to raise money each year to 
supplement the income from dues paid by the artist membership. 

A fund-raising project was proposed for this spring and further 
discussion will take place at subsequent meetings.

The East & West Gallery presented oils and water colors by 
SONYA RAPOPORT from January 16 to February 8. 

EVERETT TURNER, who is now a member of the C.S.F. A. 
faculty, recently received one of the largest cash awards ever 
granted in a Bay area art competition. The prize of $3, 400 was 
granted by the Oakland Jewish Community Center for a mural to 
adorn its new building. His design is a series of related metal 
plaques composing Jewish religious symbols and ideas which "re¬ 
present influences throughout all Jewish life. ” 

S. F. A. A. members who were winners in the Oakland Art Museum's 
California Painters' Annual Exhibition were FRED MARTIN who was 
awarded the Gold Morrison Medal, the "Guest of Honor" one-man 
show during 1958 and a Women's Board Purchase Award. The 
Silver Morrison Medal went to MAURICE LAPP. MARY NAVRATIL 
and GLENN WESSELS both received purchase awards.

NEWS FROM C. S. F. A. 

It was recently announced by Gurdon Woods that the Board of 
Directors has voted approval of the establishment of a MASTER 
OF FINE ARTS DEGREE PROGRAM AT C.S.F. A. The program 
will begin officially in the Fall Semester, 1958, which starts in 
September. It is expected that applications for enrollment under 
the program can be accepted on or about May 1st. Further de¬ 
tailed information will be ready for distribution early in April. 

ENROLLMENT for the Spring semester showed a substantial in¬ 
crease over last fall. Total adult enrollment at the end of the 
third week of the current term was 406 as compared to 282 at the 
end of the third week of the Fall Semester, a gain of 44 per cent. In 
addition there are 26 children between the ages of 7 and 14 
enrolled. 192 of the students are men and 214 are women. Full¬ 
time students total 131. The newly opened Saturday School got 
off to an auspicious start with a total of 65 adult students, and the 
evening school increased its enrollment to 165. Further increases 
in the Saturday School and the Evening School are to be expected 
next year as the Bay area public becomes increasingly aware of 
the expanded programs. 


1958 SUMMER SESSIONS CATALOGUES are now available at the 
school. Two sessions are again being scheduled, the first from 
June 30 to July 25 and the second from July 28 to August 22. This 
arrangement proved extremely successful last summer for it allowed 
those who wished to attend the full two month while others chose 
to attend one session only and have a full month's vacation. 


A group of guest instructors have accepted the Director's invita¬ 
tion to teach during the summer and will provide students the 
opportunity to study under important artists who do not usually 
instruct or are from other areas. ROBERT HOWARD will instruct 
in sculpture during the first session and RUTH CRAVATH will 
teach the children's class. During the second session CLAIRE 
FALKENSTEIN will come from Paris to conduct a course in 
sculpture which will use many contemporary media and constitute 
an introduction to the "new ideas and concepts being expressed by 
the younger sculptors of France and Italy." Also during the 
second session WAYNE THIEBAUD will conduct courses in both 
graphics and painting. Other courses in drawing, painting, silk 
screen, graphics and ceramics will be conducted by the regular 
faculty. Children's classes will be held during both sessions. 


Faculty member J. Edward Murphy of the Department of Human¬ 
ities was invited to give some special lectures at the University 
of Notre Dame during February. His subjects were "The Arts of 
the West Coast, " a survey of painting, sculpture, architecture, 
the minor arts, theatre and television . . and food and wine. The 
second lecture was entitled "The Artist’s Universe: the Threefold 
Vision, " and included the religious vision of the Middle Ages, 
the magical illusion of the Renaissance, and the "journey into 
self" of Today. In spite of the eight feet of snow in South Bend 
and the below zero temperatures (which required a two-day 
thawout for Mr. Murphy upon his return to our happy State), the 
lectures were attended by hundreds of students and local residents. 
There is a report that some came by dog-sled! 

The school has assembled a series of four TRAVELLING EXHIBI¬ 
TIONS composed of original works by students in the fields of 
painting, drawing, graphics, photography and advertising art. 

These are available to colleges, junior colleges and high schools 
located in areas where opportunities for students to see original 
works are infrequent and where an interest in the directions being 
pursued by young artists of today has been evinced. It is expected 
that the exhibitions will prove of important educational value to 
the students of other schools as well as apprising them of the 
opportunities for creative study at C.S.F. A. Several schools 
have requested one or more of the exhibits already, although 
announcements were only recently mailed. 

C.S.F. A. students continue to distinguish themselves. William 
Allen, Jr., a senior, won the Bergdorf-Goodman award for 
painting for his entry which was accepted for the national art 
show in Madison Square Garden, N. Y. William H. Brown, who 
graduated in January, and Manuel Neri who was a student until 
this spring, received purchase awards at the Oakland Art Museum's 
California Painters Annual. 


CORRECTION The statement on the 1958 Open Membership 
Exhibition in the last Newsletter stated that "prior committments 
precluded its being hung at the S.F. Museum" this year.
